CLEVELAND, OH (March 7, 2006) —The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) presents internationally renowned 
French-Canadian pianist Marc-André Hamelin on Saturday, March 18, at 7:30 p.m. at Pilgrim 
Congregational Church. Hamelin will present a complete performance of his acclaimed interpretation of 
Albéniz’s [béria, a collection of melodies and rhythms evoking the spirit of Spain. This concert is part of the 
Museum’s VIVA! and Gala Around Town series. 

Admission to the performance is $29; $24 for CMA members. 

Winner of the Carnegie Hall Competition and the 2000 Gramaphone Award, Hamelin is internationally 
renowned for his musical virtuosity and exquisite pianism. Born in Montreal, he began playing piano at the age of 
five and by the age of nine, had won top prize in the Canadian Music Competition. At a young age, Hamelin was 
introduced to the works of Alkan, Medtner and Sorabji by his father, who was an excellent amateur pianist as well. 

Established worldwide as a performer of lesser-known composers of the 19" and 20" centuries, Hamelin 
commands a strong international following. His interests in exploring little-known repertoire is reflected in his 
extensive discography that includes more than 36 recordings containing concertos by Alkan, Bernstein, Bolcom, 
Henselt, Korngold and Joseph Marx. In May 2005, Hamelin released his recording of all four books of Albéniz’s 
Ibéria which was deemed “compulsively listenable” by Joshua Kosman of the San Francisco Chronicle. 

Hamelin’s recital tours have included stops in London, Vienna, Amsterdam, Munich, Moscow, 
Philadelphia, Montreal and Toronto. In addition, he has received numerous awards and was the only classical artist 
to perform live at the 2001 Grammy Awards Ceremony in Los Angeles. In 2002 he received a Grammy 
nomination for his recording featuring the works of Alkan. 

A frequent performer in festivals worldwide, including Ravinia, the Ruhr Piano Festival, Mexico’s 
Cervantino, the Reykjavik Arts Festival and the Singapore International Piano Festival, Hamelin is often acclaimed 
as one of the most astounding technical pianists performing today.
